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3« Paragraph 4 is inconsistent with Paragraph 2 and offers a cooxpromise. 
Ve are offering to let. him publish if he will change some parts of the book 
and ve tell him ve have no power to force him to withdraw the book, even 
though a censored book will "have an unfortunate effect and provide propa- 
geuada material for the opposition."
